hours recently when he visited a 
prison camp behind American lines 
to which Schmeling fled. 
"Max 
was 
wearing 
civilian 


clothes and he looked prosperous," 
Wheeler said. "He told me he-was 
making a tour of Allied 
prison 
camps (operated by the Germans) 
•after haying covered Nazi army in- 
stallations. 
""I guess you would compare it 
to a U.S.O. tour by Joe Louis or 
Jack Dempsey. But his junket defi- 
'nltely was sanctioned officially by 
the Nazi party and he said some- 
thing about working out of the Ger- 
man propaganda department." 


Wheeler said when he mentioned 
Joe Louis, the last world cham- 
pion heavyweight and now a U.S. 
army sergeant, Schmeling sneered 
and left the impression that 
he 
considered' the American 
Negro 
||f, "just lucky" in knocking him out 
sf 
in their second match. 
' In a slap at American 
sports- 


. writers, Schmeling was quoted by 
Wheeler as saying: 
"They never gave me a square 
deal in all the time I was in your 
country. Even when I won, they 
either said I was lucky or a big 
bum who could knock down a big- 
|M ger bum. The only time they gave 


me any space in the papers was 
when (Jack) Sharkey fouled me. 
That was how Schmeling won his 


Wheeler said Schmeling told him 
he was "through for good 
and 
that his career as a fighter ended 
when he jumped on Crete 
with 
German parachutists in 1942.

"I broke my back when.I land- 
ed and almost died." Wheeler quot- 
ed Schmeling as saying. "I was m 
a hospital there for several months 
and finally pulled through, but my 
back will never be the 'same. .: 
"Then I got back/to ..Gerfriany 


from that long time in the hospital 
and they let me out" Of the army.

May 1G —(/I1)— The gigan- 
tic task of preparing millions of 
tons of war materiel for quick ship- 
ment from Europe to the Pacific 
theater fell today to the U.S. Army. 
Brig. Gen. Morris W.

deputy chief of staff for supply in 
the European theater, whose organ- 
ization must supervise the job, said 
that V-E day found the American

tons of supplies on the continent.

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Allies Finally Convince 
Germany It Is a Military 
Occupation, and'No Nonsense 


By DeWITT MACKENZIE

The clutch of the Allied machine 
for cleaning up Germany seems to 
have meshed suddenly, after con- 
siderable unpleasant rasping, and 
we are beginning to get high-power 
action — a fact which will ease 
ragged nerves considerably. 
There were several important de- 
velopments 
yesterday, emulating 
from such widely separated cen- 
ters as Washington. London and Al- 
lied Supreme Headquarters in Ger- 
many. For one thing we got clari- 
fication— in broad terms — of the 
government under which Germany 
Will work during occupation. 
In the crisp language of Major 
General Clay. General 
Eisenhow- 
er's deputy for the occupation, "the 
Allied government in Germany 
is 
going to be military and the Ger- 
mans are going to know its mili- 
tary." That is to say, there's going 
to be no nonsense — no coddling of 
the people who twice in a genera- 
tion have plunged the world into 
war. 


Simultaneously in London British 
Prime Minister Churchill gave an 
important interpretation of this po- 
sition. He said that in general it 
was the Allied intention that "the 
Germans should adminiser 
their 
country in obedience to Allied di- 
rections," and added that the Allies 
have "no intention of undertaking 
the burden of administering Ger- 
many ourselves." 
: Thus 
General 
Clay 
and Mr. 
Churchill between them give us a 
sufficiently clear over-all picture of 
what will happen. The 
Germans 
themselves 
must 
assume 
the 
burden of routine administration— 
a heavy task in any big country— 
but this 
administrative 
structure 
will carry out its work in accord- 
ance with Allied policies and will 
be under rigid 
military 
control. 
Fair enough! 


Meantime the Allies have a big 
job of house-cleaning to do. Clay 
said the initial aims of the Ameri- 
can occupation would be to finish 
smashing Germany's potential to 
make war, to crush Nazism utter- 
ly, and to see that all war crimi- 
nals are caught and punished. 
The highly important matter of 
prosecuting 
war-guilt 
also 
made 
gratifying progress. 
The 
United 
States let it be known that it is 
anxious to start sorting out those 
who will be tried before an interna- 
tional court, and Washington's top 
prosecutors have been named. By 
way of proof that all great minds 
run in the same channel, the United 
Nations War Crimes Commission in 
London announced that an interna- 
tional conference on German war 
crimes would start May 31. 
' 
To make it a perfect score, Amer- 


ican troops captured the notorious 
Dr. Robert Ley, Nazi labor front 
leader and one of Hitler's 
chief 
aides, in the region of the fuehrer's 
Berchtesgaden home. Ley was dis- 
guised, tried to deny his identity 
and finally attempted to swallow 
the contents of a vial. 


Another situation which, has been 


causing much public concern both 
in England and America was ironed 
out, .in part. General Clay stated 
that German Grand Admiral Karl 
Doenitz, who proclaimed 
himself 
head of government when the Nazis 
claimed Hitler, was dead, is consid- 
ered a prisoner of war. A lot of Al- 
lied folk had been fearful that this 
.Nazi admiral might get away with 
his post of piety, and be able to 
foster Hitlerism among his people.

thoughts growing out of yesterday's 


j burst of energy was General Clay's 
statement that 
"more 
important 
' .than just the occupation of Ger- 
.rnariy is whether the four nations 
. (America,

before taking it from the ground. 
Life seems to be meaningless 
to 
these people without discipline. 
The fields of Germany are beau- 


tiful and green in the soft spring 
sunshine. It is a well-balanced land, 
with an harmonious blend of tilled 
acreage, pasture meadows and de 
impenetrable evergreen forests. 
Women are carrying the 
main 
burden of the farm work. They will 
have to continue to do so 
until 
America begins to flood back hun- 
dreds of thousands of able-bodied 
Nazi war prisoners. 
Most slave laborers are trying 
to get back to their own homelands 
by any route they can, but thou- 
sands are still sticking by their for- 
mer German masters. It is chiefly 
a matter of food and routine. They 
know that as long fcs they stay on 
the German farms they will at least 
have enough to eat. And many — 
particularly the Poles — feel it a 
poor time to leave when their own 
country is unsettled and disturbed 
by poltical and economic difficul- 
ties. 
But as workmen 
they 
are 
a 
source of perpetual anxiety to Ger- 
man landowners Who now fear and 
distrust these 
foreign men 
and 


women they bossed so thoroughly 
for so long. 
They work when they want to — 


and they are asking and getting a 
larger place at the farm dinner 
table. They don't eat scraps any- 
more. 
In this great pool of slave labor 
the Germans created 
their own 
Frankenstein 
inonster. They no 
longer can control Poliak and Rus- 
siaiv workers on their farms 
and 


daily they petition Allied 
govern- 
ment Agencies to protect them, 


We passed one road intersection 
where a half-dozen weeping Ger- 
man women and helpless elderly 
men were standing about waiting 
for some pne jiO whom they could 
appeal. Hysterically the women ex- 
plained that a German farm wom- 
an neighbor had upbraided three of 
her Polish'workmen. They prompt- 
ly beat her up and one pulled out 
a pistol and shot her. All three 
then took off in the direction of Po- 
land. 
"We have no guns now to defend 
our families," one of the German 
men said. 
Two hundred yards dovjni the road 
lay the woman — near death. We 
halted a jeep containing two medics 
and they gave her what aid they 
could.

Throughout Germany such 
inci- 
dents are commonplace. They will 
be until the Allied military govern- 
ment can sort out all these scram- 
bled populations and restore 
the 
order which most Germans 
now 
deperately want

Second and Main 
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Allies Finally Convince 
Germany It Is a Military 
Occupation, and'No Nonsense 


By DeWITT MACKENZIE 
AP Foreign News Analyst 
The clutch of the Allied machine 
for cleaning up Germany seems to 
have meshed suddenly, after con- 
siderable unpleasant rasping, and 
we are beginning to get high-power 
action — a fact which will ease 
ragged nerves considerably. 
There were several important de- 
velopments 
yesterday, emulating 
from such widely separated cen- 
ters as Washington. London and Al- 
lied Supreme Headquarters in Ger- 
many. For one thing we got clari- 
fication— in broad terms — of the 
government under which Germany 
Will work during occupation. 
In the crisp language of Major 
General Clay. General 
Eisenhow- 
er's deputy for the occupation, "the 
Allied government in Germany 
is 
going to be military and the Ger- 
mans are going to know its mili- 
tary." That is to say, there's going 
to be no nonsense — no coddling of 
the people who twice in a genera- 
tion have plunged the world into 
war. 


Simultaneously in London British 
Prime Minister Churchill gave an 
important interpretation of this po- 
sition. He said that in general it 
was the Allied intention that "the 
Germans should adminiser 
their 
country in obedience to Allied di- 
rections," and added that the Allies 
have "no intention of undertaking 
the burden of administering Ger- 
many ourselves." 
: Thus 
General 
Clay 
and Mr. 
Churchill between them give us a 
sufficiently clear over-all picture of 
what will happen. The 
Germans 
themselves 
must 
assume 
the 
burden of routine administration— 
a heavy task in any big country— 
but this 
administrative 
structure 
will carry out its work in accord- 
ance with Allied policies and will 
be under rigid 
military 
control. 
Fair enough! 


Meantime the Allies have a big 
job of house-cleaning to do. Clay 
said the initial aims of the Ameri- 
can occupation would be to finish 
smashing Germany's potential to 
make war, to crush Nazism utter- 
ly, and to see that all war crimi- 
nals are caught and punished. 
The highly important matter of 
prosecuting 
war-guilt 
also 
made 
gratifying progress. 
The 
United 
States let it be known that it is 
anxious to start sorting out those 
who will be tried before an interna- 
tional court, and Washington's top 
prosecutors have been named. By 
way of proof that all great minds 
run in the same channel, the United 
Nations War Crimes Commission in 
London announced that an interna- 
tional conference on German war 
crimes would start May 31. 
' 
To make it a perfect score, Amer- 


ican troops captured the notorious 
Dr. Robert Ley, Nazi labor front 
leader and one of Hitler's 
chief 
aides, in the region of the fuehrer's 
Berchtesgaden home. Ley was dis- 
guised, tried to deny his identity 
and finally attempted to swallow 
the contents of a vial. 


Another situation which, has been 


causing much public concern both 
in England and America was ironed 
out, .in part. General Clay stated 
that German Grand Admiral Karl 
Doenitz, who proclaimed 
himself 
head of government when the Nazis 
claimed Hitler, was dead, is consid- 
ered a prisoner of war. A lot of Al- 
lied folk had been fearful that this 
.Nazi admiral might get away with 
his post of piety, and be able to 
foster Hitlerism among his people.

before taking it from the ground. 
Life seems to be meaningless 
to 
these people without discipline. 
The fields of Germany are beau- 


tiful and green in the soft spring 
sunshine. It is a well-balanced land, 
with an harmonious blend of tilled 
acreage, pasture meadows and de 
impenetrable evergreen forests. 
Women are carrying the 
main 
burden of the farm work. They will 
have to continue to do so 
until 
America begins to flood back hun- 
dreds of thousands of able-bodied 
Nazi war prisoners. 
Most slave laborers are trying 
to get back to their own homelands 
by any route they can, but thou- 
sands are still sticking by their for- 
mer German masters. It is chiefly 
a matter of food and routine. They 
know that as long fcs they stay on 
the German farms they will at least 
have enough to eat. And many — 
particularly the Poles — feel it a 
poor time to leave when their own 
country is unsettled and disturbed 
by poltical and economic difficul- 
ties. 
But as workmen 
they 
are 
a 
source of perpetual anxiety to Ger- 
man landowners Who now fear and 
distrust these 
foreign men 
and 


women they bossed so thoroughly 
for so long. 
They work when they want to — 


and they are asking and getting a 
larger place at the farm dinner 
table. They don't eat scraps any- 
more. 
In this great pool of slave labor 
the Germans created 
their own 
Frankenstein 
inonster. They no 
longer can control Poliak and Rus- 
siaiv workers on their farms 
and 


daily they petition Allied 
govern- 
ment Agencies to protect them, 


We passed one road intersection 
where a half-dozen weeping Ger- 
man women and helpless elderly 
men were standing about waiting 
for some pne jiO whom they could 
appeal. Hysterically the women ex- 
plained that a German farm wom- 
an neighbor had upbraided three of 
her Polish'workmen. They prompt- 
ly beat her up and one pulled out 
a pistol and shot her. All three 
then took off in the direction of Po- 
land. 
"We have no guns now to defend 
our families," one of the German 
men said. 
Two hundred yards dovjni the road 
lay the woman — near death. We 
halted a jeep containing two medics 
and they gave her what aid they 
could.

Throughout Germany such 
inci- 
dents are commonplace. They will 
be until the Allied military govern- 
ment can sort out all these scram- 
bled populations and restore 
the 
order which most Germans

deperately want

Gerardmer. France, —(UP)— I 
got up this morning feeling like a 
\vafflc iron after my battle with 
the bed spring. I suppose I got a 
total of three hours sleep all night 
long the rest of the time I stared 
into darkness. 
. 
The German's wouldn't let us re- 


move the blackout until 8 a. m. 
as a result we had spent a good 12 
houis without light in a smelt so 
toul it is impossible to describe. 
Thc smell had only one advantage 
over the darkness: after a 
few 
hours you didnjt notice 
it 
any 


more. 
The Germans gave us nothing for 
breakfast. But the Indians, 
who 
seem to have 
done a pretty ex- 
pert job of scrounging during their 
freedom x;ntil the French in the 
fighting areas told them they were 
unable'to give aid any longer, pro- 
duced more ohions. 
It was a strange sort 
of meal 
and not one I am planning to re- 
F 


eat when I am able to order what 
want again. But it filled the com- 


plaining hunger at any rate. 
The Germans refused to let us 


look out the windows into the huge

At 4:30 p. m. we marched through 
lie streets of this 
lovely 
little 
mountain resort to a new billet. 
Along the streets thc French people 
miled and waved to our ragtag 
ittle parade. 
There were two 
guards leading and two 
in 
the 
ear, with the main body 
made 
up of the Sikhs, 
the 
Frenchmen 
nd myself. We 
were 
variously 
aden with three soup tureens, a 
arbage can, a pail and two large 
vaterjugs, plus a great variety of 
ndian canteens which our Fourth 
Division 
friends 
carry 
dangling 
rom sundry parts of their bodies. 
The French seemed particulary 
0 admire the luxuriant Sikh beards 
and neatly wrapped tight-turbans. 
'hese men manage to 
look like 
oldiers even when prisoners. 
We bedded down for the night in 
he main hallway of a former Jew- 
sh department store converted into 
a Vichy physical education center. 
The Germans brought in a big load 
of grass which was spread all over 
he floor. It looks as though they 
expect more customers. 
Personlly I am going to try out 
my bundle of grass, which 
looks 


ovely and soft. 
About the time I got to 
sleep 
around 9 p. m. the door opened and 
33 bewildered G.I.'s, dirty, 
tired 
and 
footsore, 
were 
herded 
in 
through the big glass front door. It 
sure was good to have company. A_E- 
;er considerable rushing around in 
circles, it developed the 
Germans 
were going to question them to- 
night. 
First they had them all lined up 


waiting while one officer 
would 


carefully go through this pointless 
questioning in which he never gets 
anything but 
the 
name, 
serial 
number and rank, and then pro- 
ceeds to sound out on politics. 
I persuaded the Germans to per- 


mit those who desired to lie down. 
Most dropped to sleep like tired 
lumberjacks. But six hardier Joes 
started a poker game using scraps 
of paper as chips and a deck of 
cards which the Sikhs obligingly 
produced from the 
inexhaustible 
knapsacks. 
The Germans finally finished 
their questioning at 2:30 a. m. and 
switched off the lights. I was along- 
side Lt. Bob Thompson of Stigler, 
Okla., the only officer among the 
newcomers. Bob was in 
remark- 
ably good spirits, but after a taste 
of the German ersatz coffee which 
seems to be brewed 
from 
shoe 
polish, he said: 
"My God, don't they know no- 
body could hope to win a war on 
that stuff?" 
There was considerable indigna- 


tion hereabouts because the Ger- 
mans confiscated all the 
money 
from everyone's pockets as they 
were questioned. Thus the interro- 
gation officer ended up in posses- 
.sion of all' the poker winnings. 
Strangely, nobody and ever taken 
my money, 
including occupation 


1 francs, pounds, dollars and express 
checks, so maybe I will 
manage 
to keep them. Nobody put much 
faith in the receipts which the Ger- 
mans gave. 
I became sort of shepherd for 
the party because I speak Ger- 
man, and spent the day arguing 
with the guards to try to get ade- 
quate food by G.I. standards, which 
of course was hopeless from the 
start.

will be vaccinated for rabies dur- 
ing the week of June 4 according

Dr. Campbell advised the group 
that compulsory vaccination of dogs 
was provided in %l 173 of the re 
cent Arkansas legislature and tha 
for the present ne was going to 
carry out .the Act only in counties, 
such as Hcmpstead where the peo- 
ple requested the service at a pub- 
lic hearing. A copy of the law will 
be published within a few days. 
The cost of the vaccination will be 
35 cents for oath dog treated re- 
gardless of si/.c. A written certifi- 
cate will be issued each dog owner 
for dog vaccinated along with a 
tag for the dog's collaK A certi- 
ficate and tag issued by any veter- 
inarian or responsible person for 
dogs vaccinated individually is sat- 
isfactory.

Against Sikhs7 Religion to

Gerardmer. France, —(UP)— I 
got up this morning feeling like a 
\vafflc iron after my battle with 
the bed spring. I suppose I got a 
total of three hours sleep all night 
long the rest of the time I stared 
into darkness. 
. 
The German's wouldn't let us re- 


move the blackout until 8 a. m. 
as a result we had spent a good 12 
houis without light in a smelt so 
toul it is impossible to describe. 
Thc smell had only one advantage 
over the darkness: after a 
few 
hours you didnjt notice 
it 
any 


more. 
The Germans gave us nothing for 
breakfast. But the Indians, 
who 
seem to have 
done a pretty ex- 
pert job of scrounging during their 
freedom x;ntil the French in the 
fighting areas told them they were 
unable'to give aid any longer, pro- 
duced more ohions. 
It was a strange sort 
of meal 
and not one I am planning to re- 
F 


eat when I am able to order what 
want again. But it filled the com- 


plaining hunger at any rate. 
The Germans refused to let us 


look out the windows into the huge 
parade grounds where 
reinforce- 
ments for the front were assemb- 
ling with all, ;sorts of light moun- 
tain equipment. So we have been 
sitting on the floor. 
I was talking to one Indian who 
can speak fair English.

We are just not hungry enough

nen which lies ahead, we will be 
oon enough. 
At 4:30 p. m. we marched through 
lie streets of this 
lovely 
little 
mountain resort to a new billet. 
Along the streets thc French people 
miled and waved to our ragtag 
ittle parade. 
There were two 
guards leading and two 
in 
the 
ear, with the main body 
made 
up of the Sikhs, 
the 
Frenchmen 
nd myself. We 
were 
variously 
aden with three soup tureens, a 
arbage can, a pail and two large 
vaterjugs, plus a great variety of 
ndian canteens which our Fourth 
Division 
friends 
carry 
dangling 
rom sundry parts of their bodies. 
The French seemed particulary 
0 admire the luxuriant Sikh beards 
and neatly wrapped tight-turbans. 
'hese men manage to 
look like 
oldiers even when prisoners. 
We bedded down for the night in 
he main hallway of a former Jew- 
sh department store converted into 
a Vichy physical education center. 
The Germans brought in a big load 
of grass which was spread all over 
he floor. It looks as though they 
expect more customers. 
Personlly I am going to try out 
my bundle of grass, which 
looks 


ovely and soft. 
About the time I got to 
sleep 
around 9 p. m. the door opened and 
33 bewildered G.I.'s, dirty, 
tired 
and 
footsore, 
were 
herded 
in 
through the big glass front door. It 
sure was good to have company. A_E- 
;er considerable rushing around in 
circles, it developed the 
Germans 
were going to question them to- 
night. 
First they had them all lined up 


waiting while one officer 
would 


carefully go through this pointless 
questioning in which he never gets 
anything but 
the 
name, 
serial 
number and rank, and then pro- 
ceeds to sound out on politics. 
I persuaded the Germans to per- 


mit those who desired to lie down. 
Most dropped to sleep like tired 
lumberjacks. But six hardier Joes 
started a poker game using scraps 
of paper as chips and a deck of 
cards which the Sikhs obligingly 
produced from the 
inexhaustible 
knapsacks. 
The Germans finally finished 
their questioning at 2:30 a. m. and 
switched off the lights. I was along- 
side Lt. Bob Thompson of Stigler, 
Okla., the only officer among the 
newcomers. Bob was in 
remark- 
ably good spirits, but after a taste 
of the German ersatz coffee which 
seems to be brewed 
from 
shoe 
polish, he said: 
"My God, don't they know no- 
body could hope to win a war on 
that stuff?" 
There was considerable indigna- 


tion hereabouts because the Ger- 
mans confiscated all the 
money 
from everyone's pockets as they 
were questioned. Thus the interro- 
gation officer ended up in posses- 
.sion of all' the poker winnings. 
Strangely, nobody and ever taken 
my money, 
including occupation 


1 francs, pounds, dollars and express 
checks, so maybe I will 
manage 
to keep them. Nobody put much 
faith in the receipts which the Ger- 
mans gave. 
I became sort of shepherd for 
the party because I speak Ger- 
man, and spent the day arguing 
with the guards to try to get ade- 
quate food by G.I. standards, which 
of course was hopeless from the 
start. A 
Frenchwoman 
upstairs 


did provide us with a chunk of 
laundry soap.

In the course of the day 
Maj. 
Kermit Hansen 
of 
Omaha, Neb., 
was brought in with 
two G.I.'s. 
Like the previous arrivals he had 
done a lot of marching

here. 
Again the Sikhs got the brushoff 


j when they were unable to eat the 
German ration of peasoup cooked 
with a few scraps of beef. But one

Technicians

Paris, May 17 — (/P)— German 
manpower and technical skill al- 
ready have been put to work by 
the Allies helping to win the war 
against Japan. 
This is one of the top priority 
jobs for the millions of prisoners in 
Allied hands. As fast as they can 
be screened they are being used in 
every possible way to speed 
the 
gigantic task of redeploying Amer- 
ian forces and equipment for the 
cleanup in the Pacific. 
Skilled German 
prisoners 
are 
being used to recondition 
equip- 
ment to be shipped to the Far East. 
Others by the thousands are toil- 
ing under the eyes of doughboy 
guards on every kind of job from 
crating supplies to repairing roads 
over which men and material will 
flow back to the Atlantic ports. 
Next to facilitating the American 
army's redeployment the most im- 
portant job to which German pris- 
oners will be turned, probably will 
be 
farming — trying 
to 
raise 
enough food to win what obviously 
will be a close race with starva- 
tion in middle Europe next winter. 
There is still another job awaiting 
them — the task 
of 
rebuilding 


ruined Europe. 
Russia and Britain already are 
using war prisoners for reconstruc- 
tion. France has put in her bid for 
tens of thousands for this purpose. 
It seems likely the Germans may 
have to work out much of their 
reparations in sheer, sweat, 
per- 
haps for years to come. Lt. Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, Gen. Eisenhower's 
deputy for the occupation of Ger- 
many, has said that when the Reich 
is combed for this labor job the 
most active Nazis will be placed on 
lop of the list- 


British Ministry

W. Messerchmitt

Big-Ben nas come back from the 
most terrible U. S. ship disaster in 
this war and will fight again — on 
borrowed time. 
Behind her in the bloody Pacific, 
where for 15 hours she was a flam- 
funeral pyre for heroes, she 
more than 1,000 casualties as 
the price of her survival. It Was 
the heaviest price thus far paid by 
an American fighting ship in World 
War H. It was twice the cost of 
the entire battle of the Coral Sea. 
Big Ben is the USS Franklin, 27- 
000-ton Essex class 
carrier. An 
hour after dawn on March 19, as 
she stood 60 miles off Japan,, she 
was as proud and trim a warship 
as ever rode the waves. She was 
a carrier division flagship poised 
to strike with other units of Vice 
Adm. 
Marc Mitscher's Task Force 
58 at remnants of the Japanese 
fleet in the inland sea. 
A few minutes later, because one 
Japanese dive-bomber got through, 
she was a volcanic chaos of burst- 
ing bombs, flaming gasoline, and 
exploding rockets and gun ammuni- 
tion.

Strasbourg, Germany — (UP) — 


We arrived here at U a. in. from 
Gerardmer and Colmar just as six 
American fighters appeared over 
the switchyards, calling 
forth 
a 
burst of ack-ack and a loud wailing 
of sirens. 
We are now 52 Americans — in- 


cluding l(i officers, seven Sikhs and 
my French Alpinist friend. Every- 
one is in remarkably high spirits, 
and it seems lo me the average 
G. I. or officer is perfectly able to 
take in stride the severe emotional 
shock of finding himself prisoner 
in a country whose prisons have 
been pretty malodorous in the past 
11 years 
During the lapse between this 
entry and the last, 1 thought that 
this diary — the longest consecutive 
chronicle I ever managed to keep 


— was going to die in its infancy. 
The Germans had the book 
and 
there was no guarantee I'd ever 
gel it back. 
This afternoon a small, mild Eng- 
lish-speaking Nazi who had agreed 
to try to censor it gave it back. 
He said he thought I ought to try 
to be a little less open in future 
entries and instead, rely on hints of 
what I thought or what happened 
and then I would recall the events 
later in my mind when I was in a 
'happier position." I will take his 
advice. 
On arrival there was no room 


for us'in the underground works of 
the old fortifications where the old 
prisoners of various 
nationalises 
shouted greetings and threw cigar- 
els at us through the barbed w|re 
as we marched past. 
We are living in an old military 
hospital about two miles inland 
from the western end of the fam- 
ous Kchl bridge across the Rhine. 
We are likely to remain here until 
transport can be scraped together 
for the big permanent camp 
at 
Limbrug-An-fJer-Lenne east of the 
Rhine near Koblenz.
